BYU  i.s  the  largest  university 
in  the  central  Rocky  Mountain 
area.  It  stands  third  in  the  na- 
tion in  the  size  of  its  teacher 
education  program;  and  in  total 
size  among  the  nation’s  1800 
colleges  and  universities  it 
stands  30th. 

IN  OKDFK  TO  accommcKiate 
the  ever  Increasing  studenitbody 
and  provide  fine  facilities  for 
academic  work,  BYU  is  still 
progressing  with  its  extensive 
building  program  which  has 
been  going  on  for  10  years.

THK  SMOOT  BIJKJ.  is  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  office 
buildings  in  the  .state.  It  Is  con- 
structed in  an  "X"  shape  with 
four  floors.  Including  one  un- 
derground level. 

This  "nerve  center”  of  the 
campus  hou.ses  Administrative 
Council  offices,  Public  Rela- 
tions, Summer  School,  Admis- 
sions and  Records,  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents, Graduate  School,  Auxil- 
iary Services,  Security,  Pro- 


gram Bureau,  and  a host  of  oth- 
er administiativc  offices. 

LAST  YKAR  the  Jesse  Knight 
Bldg,  which  houses  the  College 
of  Business,  and  the  Snell  In- 
dustrial Education  Bldg,  were 
opened. 

Throe  major  projects  are  now 
underway.  Tlje  Y Student  Cen- 
ter, when  it  is  completed,  will 
be  the  largest  building  on  cam- 
pus, with  287,000  square  feet 
of  floor  space.  The  married  stu- 
dents housing  project  will  in- 
clude 24  buildings  to  house  462 
families.  Also  under  construc- 
tion is  a new  Physical  Plant 
Building. 

A Fine  Arts  Center  is  on  the 
drawing  board,  and  a pre-bid 
conference  Is  being  held  in  Salt 
Lake  City  Friday  with  the  arch- 
itects. engineers  and  BYU  offi- 
cials. 


BYU.  already  well  known  for 
its  rapid  growth  in  enrollment 
and  campus  expansion,  has  also 
stopped  up  its  academic  stand- 
ards. enlarged  Its  curriculum, 
and  has  become  a leader  in  the 
nation  in  many  fields  of  educa- 
tion.

Senior  class  gift 

Feb.  27  a meeting  of  all  sen- 
iors was  called  to  introduce  this 
year’s  class  project.  Initial  sup- 
port of  class  members  is  en- 
couraging and  continued  sup- 
port probably  will  result  in  our 
.reaching  our  goal  of  $1,000,000 
in  cash  and  pledges  by  May. 

IX  RECKNT  years  all  class 
officers  have  become  more  a- 
ware  of  the  needs  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  that  past  projects 
are  not  of  the  caliber  that  will 
help  as  much  as  is  necessary. 
BYU  has  grown  rapidly,  par- 
alleling the  expansion  of  the 
Church. 

Almost  total  support  of  the 
school  has  come  from  the 
tithes  of  the  Church.  Buildings 
constructed  in  the  past  10  years 
have  cost  in  excess  of  40  mill- 
ion dollars.  Support  of  every 
student  has  kept  tuition  down 
to  $260,  of  which  $180  goes  to- 
wards tuition  and  the  remain- 
der to  other  fees  and  services. 

E.ACH  studejit  pays  about  22 
per  cent  of  his  education  costs. 
The  General  Authorities  know 
most  students  presently  enroll- 
ed cannot  afford  to  pay  the 
$880  to  $1,000  tuition  which 
would  be  needed  to  begin  to 
meet  costs.  They  have  indicated, 
however,  that  this  system  of 
subsidy  cannot  be  continued  in- 
definitely. Class  members  and 
officers  being  aware  of  this 
problem  considered  several  pro- 
gram.s  which  might  result  in  a 
substantial  contribution  to  the 
school  at  the  end  of  25  years 

Our  project  was  conceived  and 
is  sponsored  by  the  Class  of 
1962.  It  has  not  been  imposed 
on  us  by  the  University,  the 
Church,  or  anyone  else.  We  con- 
sidered many  proposals,  heard 
presentations  from  various  peo- 
ple and  companies  and  selected 
the  present  program  because  of 
its  flexibility,  its  convenience 
to  the  seniors,  and  ultimate 
good  it  could  do  for  BYU. 

OUR  PLAN  is  simple.  Rather 
than  give  a gift  at  this  time, 
we  have  voted  to  defer  our  gift 
until  the  25th  reunion  of  the 
class.  During  the  intervening 
time  we  hope  that  members  of 
our  class  can  contribute  to  our 
project  a total  of  two  and  a 
half  million  dollars. 

To  accomplish  the  above  goal, 
we  have  presented  to  class 
members  *■  three  alternatives. 
They  may  choose  one  of  the 
following: 

X’L.AX  A--a  $1,000  insurance 
policy  costing  about  $40  per 
year,  which  matures  in  25  years. 
If  death  occurs  during  tlie  25 
years,  the  class  project  fund

will  receive  $1,000  plus  divi- 
dends. If  death  does  not  occur 
in  25  years,  the  fund  will  re- 
ceive $1,000  plus  about  $350  in 
dividends. 

PLAN  B-This  is  a $10,000 
insurance  policy  which  protects 
the  student’s  family.  The  class 
project  fund  receives  only  the 
dividends  on  this  policy  for  25 
years.  In  case  of  death  the 
full  $10,000  goes  to  the  students 
family.  At  the  end  of  25  years 
the  dividends  will  have  amount- 
ed to  about  $1350  which  will  go 
into  the  fund.  The  cost  of  this 
policy  is  about  $160  per  year. 

Many  students  now  hold  in- 
surance policies  with  other 
companies  or  with  Beneficial. 
The  policy  or  dividends  pnay  be 
easily  transferred  to  the  project 
fund  by  obtaining  a transfer  of 
dividends  slip  from  the  class 
officers  or  from  Clyde  Weeks. 

FLAX  C— This  is  a straight 
cash  gift  whieb  may  be  paid 
annually,  .seral-annually,  or 
quarterly.  These  funds  will  be 
invested  by  the  University  In- 
vestment Committee  in  its  di- 
versified holdings  which  have 
realized  fine  gains  in  the  past 
and  which  have  a secure  future 
potential. 

All  earnings  and  the  invested 
money  is  marked  to  return  to 
the  Class  Project  Fund  after 
25  years.  We  feel  that  an  am- 
ount similar  to  the  costs  of 
plan  “A”  would  be  appropriate 
for  an  annual  contribution;  how- 
ever many  students  have  sign- 
ed .up  for  considerably  larger 
sums  due  to  the  flexibility  of 
this  plan.  This  program  should 
have  particular  appeal  for  those 
whose  marital  status  is  indef- 
inite. 

We  recognize  students  can- 
not begin  to  pay  for  insurance 
now.  Many  are  going  on  to 
graduate  school  while  others 
will  not  begin  employment  un- 
til next  fall.  The  senior  may 
select  the  date  he  wishes  to  be- 
gin in  the  program — whether  it 
be  next  fall,  next  year  -or  even 
four  years  from  now.  He  may 
adjust  this  date  later  if  unfore- 
seen circumstances  make  it  des- 
irable to  do  so.  This  is  not  a 
pressure  program,  and  we  will 
work  with  seniors  to  make  it 
as  convenient  as  possible  for 
them  to  participate. 

■WE  HAVE  selected  the  Ben- 
eficial Life  Insurance  Company 
to  issue  their  policies  for  a var- 
iety of  reasons.
